(1)  Beginning on July 1, 2012, each individual, other than a veterinarian, who has a

license to prescribe a controlled substance under Title 58, Chapter 37, Utah Controlled

Substances Act, shall complete at least four continuing {medical}professional education hours

in approved {opioid prescribing}controlled substance classes per licensing period.

{ (b)  Beginning on January 1, 2013, each individual, other than a veterinarian, applying

for an initial license to prescribe a controlled substance under Title 58, Chapter 37, Utah

Controlled Substances Act, shall comply with the continuing medical education requirement

established in Subsection (1)(a).

} ({c}b)  Any {opioid}controlled substance prescribing class under this section shall:
